The Constitution continue* to 
be something that Americans take 
for granted, except when they're 
fighting about It. 
True, there will be ceremonies 
today In many parts of the coun­ 
try. During this week hundreds of 
thousands of words have been writ­ 
ten and spoken about the document 
created during th# summer of 1787 
and made official Sept. 17 by tho 
signatures of Its framers. 
Today, 
the 
President 
of 
tho 
United States will make a public 
address in observance of tho occa­ 
sion. Probably nothing could illus 
trate more vividly than Mr. Boose 
velt’s speech why the Constitu­ 
tion* 150th year of continuous ser­ 
vice is a genuinely great occasion. 
For the Preaidsnt is expected to 
continue his hitler 
criticism 
of 
constitutional law, insofar a# it 
has been an obstacle to him 
He 
will be waging a fight which has 
surged back and forth over consti­ 
tutional territory for a century and 
a half.

Rather, It has been recognition 
by a succession of American lead­ 
ers that constitutional government 
Is their country * only hope of sal­ 
vation 
from

evils 
which always hsve threatened hu­ 
manity and always will. 
To this 
end, they have kept the Constitu­ 
tion foremost—not because It was 
perfect, hut because It was the 
most satisfactory document obtain­ 
able. 
They have not held It sacrosanct 
and Immutable 
They h a 'e made 
it, rather, the battleground for their 
argum ents, changing It here and 
there as the fortunes of the fight­ 
ing went first to one side, then to 
the other. The Important point Is. 
they have clung to It jealously, as 
the charter of their liberty — th* 
symbol of a government by law, as 
opposed to a government by men. 


|T IS, of course, true that In the

first period of constitutional 
government the judicial aspect was 
not Important. While the greatest 
of the founding fathers lived, the 
Constitution remained 
their

ponsibility. It was defended and 
interpreted by its creators. 
But here again. It became evident 
th at the union which wa* essential 
to preservation of American inde­

The function of the supreme court 
began to be made plain.

Roosevelt, Senate Cannot Say They Weren’t 


Warned Of Black’s Connections With Klan 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


y i ’ASHINGTON, 
Sept. 
17.—Not 
only the Catholics, Jew s and 
Negroes of America are directly 
concerned about the charge that 
President 
Roosevelt 
has 
put 
a 
Klansman on the Supreme Court of 
the United States, but so also are 
all the foreign-born. 
The Ku Klux Klan, as a source 
not only of religious and racial an­ 
tagonism. but aa the secret plotter 
against all those engaging in busi­ 
ness, large or small, who have 
come to 
America from 
foreign 
shores, is being revived today, but 
in 1924, when the opposition to the 
Klan waa at its height, the Demo­ 
cratic party was tom asunder by 
issues arising from the Klan s ac­ 
tivities. 
Thus, In the Democratic nationaJ 
convention of 1924, a plank de­ 
nouncing the Klan in specific In­ 
stead of abstract terms was defeat­ 
ed by a vote (rf 542 te 541. 
Many 
impassioned speeches were made. 
and it is interesting to reproduce 
a typical utterance, such aa that 
of Mrs. Carroll Miller of Pennsyl­ 
vania. a sister of Sen. Guffey and 
now’ Democratic national commit­ 
teewoman from the keystone state. 
She said: 
“A# you know, I am a Protestant, 
but this issue is not an issue be­ 
tween Catholics, Jew* and foreign- 
born on one side and Protestants 
on the other, but It is sn issue be­ 
tween free Americans on one side 
and a vicious un-American organi­ 
zation on the other, the members 
of which, regardless of their pro­ 
fessed religious views, are in no 
conceivable sense Christians. 
' "W hat would you. my friends, 
think of a home in America where 
the little children shuddered night, 
ly in terrorizing fear of the hooded 
Ku Klux Klan? Oh. there are such 
places, hundreds of them, where 
citisens who are guaranteed life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happi­ 
ness by the Constitution are denied 
these essential attributes of a free 
life, places where a foreign-born is 
discriminated against by the shop­ 
keeper, places where the wife is 
waiting for her husband to return 
from the mine, the field or the fac­ 
tory never feels sure that he will 
not be mobbed or beaten to death 
before he returns to her and his 
family. 


"IN the mountains of my own 
* state only a few months ago, 
this guerilla organization not only 
terrorized a community but their 
demonstration resulted in a trag 
edy where three people were killed 
and many injured. 
"My fellow citizens, do you call 
that American? Do you call that 
religious? 
Do you call that Chris 
tian? 
No, it is nothing but out 
lawry and criminality.” 
Such was the spirit of the times 
about the time Sen. Black is on rec 
Ord a# having been a member of 
the Klan. 
The fact bis member­ 
ship wa# widely known in Alabama, 
and when his name came before 
the senate of th* United States, 
newspapers and senators from vari­ 
ous states promptly referred to the 
Klan nu mberahip raa requiring in­ 
vestigation. 
a y 
President Roosevelt now says he 
didn't know, when he made the 
appointment, whether Mr. Black 
was a member of the Klan. 
But 
after the nomination went to the 
senate, there was plenty of public 
discussion about it and plenty of 
opportunity for Mr. Roosevelt to 
have found out about it if he really 
desired to do so. 
Extracts from 
the senate debate a month ago be­ 
fore Mr. Black was confirmed are 
illuminating. 
Said 
Sen. 
Burke, 
Democrat: 
"T here are two gentlemen in the 
city of W ashington, with one of 
whom I talked, and that one told 
me th at he and the other gentle­ 
man in this city were both mem­ 
bers of the Klan in Birmingham, 
Ala., and both were present in per 
son on th? occasion of the inltia 
tion of Mr. Hugo Black into the 
order, and both gentlemen could be 
subpenaed to come before the com 
m ittee if the committee desires to 
go into the question.” 


£ E N . COPELAND, Democrat, of 
New York waa equally vigor 
ous.

Egg Factories Go Moderr. 
C 
HICAGO— "Good morning folks . . . it s time to 
get up . . . one, two* three, stretch.” 
Radio setting up exercises start the day for 8.500 
leghorn hens producing 4.200 egg# a day in Chicago’s 
downtown, four-story egg factory. 
Later in the day they get soothing organ music; 
and that, says egg m aster H. H. Bond, is the hen's 
delight—a great egg producer. 
Scientific egg production in the steel and concrete 
factory hag proved such a success that the manager* 
are adding another battery of 3,000 hens to keep up 
with orders. 
Bond, an Englishman who began "m anufacturing” 
eggs in 1935, says his method enables consumers to 
get ju st the color they want in an egg. 
"Farm hens run around and eat this and that in 
addition to their regular feed,” he says. "W hen they 
eat too much green feed, the egg yolk# are dark. 
Consumers like light-colored yolks, and that 1s what 
we get here because we balance the diet. 
"We give the hen# a regulated mixture of dried 
milk, meat scraps aud green feed. We keep the pro­ 
tein content at 15 percent, compared with IS or 30 
percent in the average farm diet—because our hens 
cannot get as much exercise in their cages. Once a 
week we give them grain impregnated with cod liver 
oil. This substitutes for the sun our indoor hens do 
not g e t” 
Life in an egg factory is a snap for the hen—aa 
long ss she rolls out a minimum of 15 eggs a month, 
If she slips, she Is headed for the butcher shop. 
An egg. aa soon as it is laid, rolls Into a trough 
In front of the hen’s individual "apartm ent”—a wire 
cage 18 inches high. 18 deep and 12 wide. When 
collected, it is credited to her on her own score­ 
board. 
The apartm ents are arranged In tiers 20 feet long 
and three stories high, accommodating 60 hens to the 
block. A trough supplies the cage# with running 
water. The hens get their feed by sticking their 
heads through the front doors and pecking from pri­ 
vate bins. Special apparatus cleans beneath each tier 
with the turn of a crank s t the end of the block. 
Each floor of the egg factory has its radio loud­ 
speakers. Bond insists the hens not only like their 
music but that It keeps them healthy. 
"Our records show." he says, "that the hens cloa­ 
cae to the loudspeaker# lay more consistently and 
have less sickness than those farther from the 
music."

The finding is particularly sig­ 
nificant in view of the fact that 
increases in the number of crim ­ 
inal offenses were reported from 
67 cities with an aggregate popu­ 
lation 
of 
19,003,302 
during 
the 
first six month*? of 1937. 
( 
Director J. Edgar Hoover said 
an analysis, based on rrirne fig­ 
ures for 1936, showed that cities 
having an average of slightly more 
than two police per 1,000 popula­ 
tion 
reported 
five 
murders 
for 


each 
100,000 
population, 
while 
cities having an average of ap­ 
proximately one officer for each 
1.000 population reported slightly 
lese than 
IO murders for each 
100.000 population. 
The 
same 
relationship 
was 
shewn in figures for robbery, ag­ 
gravated 
assault, 
burglary 
and 
larceny, he said. 
Increase Is General 
In addition to having approxi­ 
mately 90 percent more murders 
than the cities with two police 
per 100.000, the second group re­ 
ported 67 percent more robberies, 
63 percent more aggravated as­ 
saults. 44 percent more burglaries 
and 47 percent more thefts. 
“While 
It 
is 
doubtlessly 
true 
that much improvement in com­ 
bating crim e can be expected from 
the increased number of law en­ 
forcement 
agencies 
undertaking 
intensive 
training 
school 
pro­ 
grams, it is indicated that it is 
also necessary in some jurisdic­ 
tions to give consideration to the 
question of the adequacy in point 
of number of employes of the lo­ 
cal police organizations,” Hoover 
said. 
Crime reports from 67 cities re­ 
vealed that the number of mur­ 
ders and non-negligent m anslaugh­ 
ter cases increased 46 during the 
first six months of 1937. compared 
to a total of 568 reported for the 
same period last year. Manslaugh­ 
ter by negligence increased from 
352 in 1936 to 485 in 1937. 
Robberies during the six-month 
period totaled 6,388 during 1937 
and 5,524 for 1936, but these fig­ 
ures compared favorably with a 
total of 10,282 reported during the 
first six months of 1931. 
The number of burglary cases 
has remained fairly constant dur­ 
ing the seven-year study period.

was made upon the Chinese govern­ 
ment. 
When the Nationalist arm y was 
moving toward Shanghai IO years 
ago Chian*' Kai-shek, its generalis­ 
simo. said: 
"It is just as much a 
part of th# revolutionary movement 
to abolisn foreign concessions as it 
is to stam p out the northern mili­ 
tarists. 
This 
revolution will not 
come to an end until that is done. 
. . . The idea of waiting for the abo­ 
lition of these special and unequal 
privileges over any period of time 
does not meet with sympathy on our 
part, and w e shall not submit to any 
such delay under any circumstan­ 
ces.” 
Little has been heard of th# Na­ 
tionalist demand for immediate ren­ 
dition

more recent years. 
It is certain to 
be revived, in the event of Chinese

Strange Ailment No Longer 


Considered As Menace, 


Physician Says

A 
T ONE time anthrax was a dis­ 
ease which worried all 
the 
farmer* In Europe. It wa* a strange 
ailment wihch deatroyed thousand* 
and thousand* of *heep and other 
domestic animals. 
Of course, 50 year* ago little was 
known as to the cause 
of 
this 
plague. All that was understood 
was that it frequently ruined the 
prosperous fanner* and too often 
infected human beings. It remain­ 
ed for th* illustrious and brilliant 
•dentist, Robert 
Koch, to disco?- 
er the actual cause of anthrax. 
Koch, 
as you probably know, 
was also th j discoverer of the 
tubercle bacillus, th# germ which 
causes 
tuberculosis. 
Mankind Is 
deeply Indebted to this scientist 
who contributed so much for the 
protection of health and life. 
He 
was the scientist who first pointed 
out that every disease, every lnfeo* 
tlous disease certainly, has its own 
^specific microbe, and that such dis- 
leases can only be controlled by 
finding the individual microbe. 
Menace For Years 
For many years anthrax contin­ 
ued to be a menace. It was com* 
monly known 
ss 
“wool-sorters” 
disease because it was frequently 
found in butchers, 
veterinarians 
and farm laborers, as well aa oth­ 
er persons having contact 
with 
cattle. 
It was 
prevalent 
among 
workers in various trades where 
wool, hair or similar 
substances 
•re used. 
This disease is caused by an 
agent known as the “bacillus an­ 
thracia.’ This germ with the big 
name thrives in diseased animals 
snd is easily transmitted to man­ 
kind by contact with a diseased 
beast or carcass. Occasionally the 
infection 
is 
carried to man by 
breathing 
contaminated 
air into 
the lungs or by absorption through 
the digestive organs. 
Today the disease is rare and 
seldom encountered even in those 
Industries where it used to be com­ 
mon. This advance was made pos­ 
sible by our increased knowledge 
of the disease and the 
enforce­ 
ment of 
necessary measures to 
prevent i t 
Precautions Taken 
For example, it is now customary 
for employes in leather tanneries, 
hair or wool factories, to wear rub­ 
ber gloves and rubber aprons while 
st work. 
Should the germs of an­ 
thrax be present they will be pro­ 
tected from contact with i t 
In 
addition, adequate ventilation 
Is 
provided to dispose of the dust 
from the hair and wool. In this 
way the disease has been almost 
completely eradicated. 
All infected animals must be kept 
bv themselves and destroyed. The 
disease is keept under control by 
periodic inspection of cattle. 
The 
purchaser of 
articles 
containing 
bristles or wool is guarded against 
the disease by rigid sterilisation 
which destroys the germ. 
Of course, the disease still props 
up in certain portions of the coun-

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SOVIET PILES UP 
v GOLD RESERVES 


Intensive Mining Operations 


Enable Nation To Better 


Foreign Exchange 


Hy Th* United Pr*M. 
hAN FRANCISCO. Sept. IT—Sov­ 
iet Russia has established through 
intensive gold mining, an active re­ 
serve of 7.000.000.000, according to 
intormation obtained by the insti­ 
tute of pacific relations. 
Among some of the results ac* 
cruing from 
this 
intensive geld 
mining, the institute has received 
reports of large gold shipments to 
England, indicaitng that the Soviet 
considers its gold supply sufficient 
to use in building up reserves of 
foreign exchange. 
Reports from London are also to 
the effect that Soviet importers 
are 
paying 
for 
their 
purchases 
abroad largely in cash instead of 
availing themselves of the 50,000,- 
OOO credit facilities accorded them 
in England last year. 
The fact that the credit was the 
only one accepted in 1936 also in­ 
dicates the Soviet is confident that 


its output of gold will be sufficient' 
to pay for im portations in cash 
hereafter 
when- trade 
conditions 
necessitate. 
The Soviet, the Institute found, 
also has begun the repaym ents of 
various foreign credits before they 
fall due. 
The final conclusion by the in­ 
stitute of the effects of this inten­ 
sified gold production 
in Soviet 
Russia is that its foreign debt has 
lessened the necessity for a large 
favorable trade balance and that 
a gold supply sufficient to ship 
abroad relieves further pressure of 
merchandise exports to meet for-j 
eign commitments. 
In simpler words, the extent to 
which Soviet Russia has pushed its! 
gold production, which covers the 
exploitation of old mines and the 
discovery of new ones with an im­ 
proved technique for the working 
of both, leaves it in an envied po-i 


sitlon from a world economic and 
financial viewpoint. 
Development of gold production 
in Russia came just within a few 
years after the gold commission of 
the League of Nations, following a 
worldwide 
survey, reported 
that 
due to gradual exhaustion of the 
South African fields, the world in 
another 50 years would not be pro­ 
ducing enough gold to meet its 
monetary needs.
